September 12. a eountrywide appeal 
for material support la belns made 
to the Jews of America by the He- 
brew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid 
Society of America with hettdquar- 
ters at 2 29 East Broadway, Phila- 
delphia. Sa.n Francisco and Seattle. 

Since January of this year a com- 
mission, sent by the Society, has 
befn abroad for the purpose of 
brin)^ngr about the reunion of Jew- 
ish familit-K ihat have been sepa- 
rated by the war. Over fifty thous- 
and residents of this country regis- 
tered witli the Society, their re- 
quest with the Society to have their 
families located and guided and 
protected on their Journey to this 
country. All UMae residentb are 
well-to-do dtisena and are in a po 
sition to teke eare of the dear ones, 
either wives and cbiMren or par- 
ents. Within the past few months 
thousands of Jewish refugees l»ve 
arrived in the United States. 

Mr. Harry Fischel. Treasurer and 
Chairman of ihe Building Commit- 
tee, stated that in order to meet the 
extraorilinary demands that are be- 
ing made upon tlie Society, the for- 
mer \slrr Library Building, at 425- 
4117 Lafayette street. New York, hps 
been purchased and is now being re- 
modelled into- the Society's ne-.v 
home. When opened, it will be the 
national center for Jewish immi- 
grant aid activities through which 
Jewish ii^tgrants will be guided, 
protected and Amerijcanized. 

The. work of the Society has the 
approval and andorsement of the 
Departments of State and of Labor 
in Washington and the active co-op- 
eration of the leaders of American 
Jews such as Jacob H. Schllf, of 
New York and Julius Roeenwald. of 
Chicago.
